exclusively to the topics suggested—viz.: Thursday to the heathen ; Friday (the 
Mohammedan fast) to the Mohammedans; and Saturday (the Jewish Sabbath) 
to the Jews. The manner in which the Week of Prayer programme has been 
drafted for the next year does, however, to a great extent cover the proposal, and 
it will be quite open for those who conduct meetings in connexion with the 
Universal Week of Prayer, to make such alteration in the details an they think 
proper at the time. For succeeding years it is fully hoped that it may be possible 
to adopt in their entirety the suggestions madc in the influential representations 
received. |

The suthorities of the College, however—or, at least, 
the majority of them—stand by Professor Briggs’ appointment, and refuse to 
allow the General Assembly to have any voice in the matter. The question in its 
legal bearing is being discussed by the lawyers, and it seems probable that 
the College has the letter of the law on its side, but the Assembly have the power, 
which it is to be hoped they will exercise, of withdrawing all countenance 
and support from the College which insists on poisoning the springs from whence 
flow the streams that are intended to fertilise and refresh the churches. It 
would be a strange anomaly, indeed, if the Presbyterian Church should be unable 
to determine what is to be the teaching of the ministers whom she is hereafter 
to recognise as the responsible teachers within her pale. 


It is interesting to note that this’ controversy, which is disturbing the 
Church of the United States, draws forth sympathy from other 

Protestant denominations as to the stand for the truth taken by the General 
Assembly:;». The New York Observer says: “ We have had frequent occasion to 
mention the almost universal sympathy of Evangelical Christians of every 


denomination with the disapproval of Professor Briggs in the Presbyterian 


Ohurch. | “Ht may be a surprise to many to learn that this sympathy has been 
manifested in the most emphatic manner by the Lutherans. During the recent 
meeting of the General Synod of the Evangelical Latheran Church, Dr. Remen- 
snyder, of New York, speaking of the founding of a Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, made the point that, in contrast with the attitade of Dr. Briggs whose 
endowed chair had been used in attacks upon the Bible, everyone of these 
(Lutheran) professors would be set for the absolute defence of ‘thé whole Bible 
from Genesis to Revelation.

__ It has been known for some little time that the school of so called “higher 
criticism " at Oxford has received a blow from which they have not yet recovered. 


The result of this discovery is thus stated—slightly condensed—in the words 
of Professor Margoliouth himself: ‘The reconstruction of the verses of the Son 
of Sirach, whether accomplished by me or by some other Hebraist, will give us 
for Hebrew what has hitherto been wanting—a book of a certain date to serve as 
a sort of foundation stone for the history of the language. Hitherto there has 
been no barrier in the way of criticism ; compositions in clagsical Hebrew are 
placed by eminent scholars in the middle of the third century (».c.), and some in 
Middle Hebrew are assigned to the second ; the argument from language being 
often neglected when theological or anti-theological interests are concerned. The 
latest possible date for the original of Ecclesiasticus is known from the preface to 
be not much later thans.c. 200. If by that time the whole Rabbinic farrago, 
with its terms and phrases, and idioms and particles, was developed and was the 
classical language of Jerusalem, and the medium for prayer and philosophical 
books of the Old Testament there must lie centuries, nay, there must lie, in 
most cases, the deep waters of the Captivity, the grave of the old Hebrew and 
the old Israel, and the womb of the new Hebrew and the new Israel.”

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Bishops, from the Archbishop of Canterbury dowhwards, have vied with one 
another in kind and sympathetic messages of enquiry, and from Conferences and 
Synods of various ecclesiastical bodies in session have come words of sympathy 
and assurances of prayer. It must be comforting both to the sufferer himself as 
well as to his family and friends to know that the long and consistent testimony 
borne by this eminent servant of Christ to the great foundation truths of 
Christianity has drawn forth for him in his hour of trial, an amount of sympathy 
which, considering the sad tendency of human nature to indulge the odium 
theologicum, could hardly have been expected. But the words still remain true 
“ Them that honour me, I will honour.” 


In our May issue we were enabled to report that Mr. Penzotti, who had been 
thrown into prison in Peru .for the “ crime” of circulating the Scriptures, had 
been set at liberty. Dr. Thomas B. Wood has been appointed his successor in 
the work of evangelisation in Peru, and he writes to us from Buenos Ayres, where 
he is leaving an important work he has been carrying on in Argentina and 
Uruguay as superintendent of the South America Mission of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, asking for prayer in relation both to the work he leaves and 
that he is about to take up, that a baptism of “ power and love and of a sound 
mind” may be given him. We trust our readers will bear him and his work 
before God in prayer. 


The Mildmay Conference, which may claim—next to the Evangelical 
Alliance—to be the father of the many conferences and conventions which are 
now so frequently held, has apparently not lost its hold upon the Christian 
public, to judge from the attendance, which for three days, in spite of not very 
favourable weather, thronged its spacious hall. It lacked this year a feature 
to which those who attend it have been long accustomed—viz., the Presidency 
of Sir Arthur Blackwood, but his place was well occupied by some of the 
other trustees, and very especially by Mr. J. E. Mathieson, who, till lately, was 
superintendent. The subject considered at the Conference was a very interesting 
one, and most of the speakers did it justice—*“ Christ, the wisdom of God, 
made unto us Righteousness, Sanctification, and Redemption.” It is a feature of 
the Mildmay Conference, for which we may be thankful that novelties in doctrine 
find little acceptance there, there is a good and safe adherence to the old lines 
of truth. 


Two matters which were made subjects of special prayer at the Mildmay 
Conference both became afterwards subjects for praise. One was Mr. Spurgeon’s 
very critical state, which for a time at least has been better, though, as we write, 
the prospect is again discouraging. The other was, that a plan spoken of, that 
the German Emperor was to visit the Naval Exhibition on Sunday, might be 
brought to nought, and so it was; for a week-day was chosen for this purpose. 
Christians who value the harmony and friendship of the two great Protestant 
powers of Europe may well be thankful that the Emperor's visit passed off so 
well, and that it has apparently strengthened the bonds of sympathy and 
cordiality which unite England and Germany. It has also tended to advance the 
prospects of peace by giving the Emperor an opportunity, of which he availed 
—— at the Guildhall, to speak with no uncertain sound as to his own desire 

peace.
